COOLIDGE FAVORS REPEAL 
OF U.S. INHERITANCE TAX 


Believes Federal Government Should Relin- 
quish This Revenue i in View of States’ 
Increasing Need for Money. 


Bs the Associated Press. " 

WASHINGTON, Nov. §.—Presi- 
| dent Coolidge favors repeal of the 
. federal inheritance tax, it was said 
today at the White House. 

The President’s position was 
made clear even while a heated 
controversy over the inheritance 
tax was going on before the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

He believes, as the Treasury rec- 
ommended, that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should withdraw from this 
field of taxation to permit the 
states to have this revenue to care 
for the increased cost of State gov- 
ernment. 

With the provision allowing the 
states 80 per cent of this tax, the 
President believes that it becomes 
a minor revenue Measure and that 
the states should have’ the entire 
benefit of this form of taxation. 


The White House denied that 
any person outside of Government 
officials had discussed the tax \ ith 
the President. Reports had been 
circulated in Washington that lob- 
byists had called at the White 
House in an effort to influence the 
President. 

The main thing about the estate 
tax, in the President’s opinion, is 
that it should be a fair one and 
levied im a fair manner. The tax 
loses its benefit, he feels, when it 
is of such amount and levied in 
such a way to cause embarrass- 
ment and ‘sometimes confiscation 
ot an estate. 

Inasmuch as frequently estates 
are made up largely of real proper- 
ty, he feels that’ any stringent 
measures to collect the tax would 
cause a sudden unloading of prop- 
erty which would result in a loss 
to the legatees.

BURNS: BLUSTERY 
EXPLANATION 
BLOWS ITSELF OUT 


Three-Hour Gale Fills 
Court House Till Charge 
of Federal Jury Tamper- 
ing Falls Flat. ,

WASHINGTON, “Nov. 8.—Wil- 
iam J. Burns has had to offer 
many an explanation in his time, 
but he never effered one that fared 
worse than the one he offered here | 
yesterday. ; 

Burns was called before the 
grand jury to tell why his agency 
was employed to shadow jurors 
during the conspiracy trial of Har- 
ry F. Sinclair and Albert Bie Fall, 
which ended in a _e mistrial last 
Wednesday, partially asa result 
of those activities. He said that 


Sineclair’s associates hired the Burns* 


men to trail the jurors in order to 
prevent jury-tampering by the Gov- 
ernment. 

In support of this astonishing 
explanation, Burns declared one of 
his men during the trial had de- 
tected. Assistant Attorney-General! 
H. R. Ldmb in the act of, follow- 
ing Juror Norman L. Glasscock to 
the Potomac Flying Field -in an 
automobile, and there talking to 
him 15 or 20 minutes. He added 
tt..t affidavits to that effect had 
been filed with Justice Siddons, the 
trial ju“ge, last Friday. 

His Explanation Fails. 

It was a grand story while it 
lasted, and it took the grand jury 
fully three hours to blow it higher 
than the Pittsburg ball club during 
a world series. 


First, Lamb was sumomned. He 
declared he had never seen Glass- 
cock, had never been to the flying 
field in his life, and that on the 
day named his automobile was in 
a repair shop and he was playing 
golf. This was corroborated by the 
mecnanics wHo repaired hfs car, 
and by the friends with whom he 
palyed golf.

The jurors are John J. Costinett 
and Gardner P. Grenfeld, both of 
whom said they had been talked 
to by persons whom they did not 
know gutsiae of or near the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court 
building during the noon recess of 
the trial of Harry F. Sinclair ind 
Albert B. Fall on criminal con- 
spiracy charges. 

Costinett said that, about a week 
before the case ended in a ‘mis- 
trial, he was leavirys the court- 
house when a fman fell in step 
with him. 

“Say the Government has not 
got a thing on those fellows, have 
they?” Costinett quoted the mys- 
terious stranger. 

Costinett said he wheeled around 
and informed his questioner he was 
a member of the jury trying the 
case and could not discuss it, 

Grenfecld’s Statement. 

Grenfeld’s statement was that 
he was in a cigar store directly 
across the street from the court- 
house when he was approached. ° 

“There has been quite a busy 
morning in the court?’ Grenfeid 
said he was asked. “Yes,” the 


| juror said he replied. 


“What sort of a fello: is this 
Judge Siddons; is he a square 
man?” the juror said was -he next 
question put to him. 

Again Gre -feld replied in the af- 
firmative, adding that, if Siddons 
was mot square, he could not hold 
the position he had. Grenfeld said 
he then teft the store, only to be 
accosted again on the street by the 
same man, 

“Say, you don’t think t: 2y’ll do 
anything with those two fellows 
over there, do you?” Grenfeld said 
he was asked. He added that he 
replied that he was a member of 
the jury and couldn’t discuss the 
case. 

Descriptions given by Costinett 
and Grenfeld of the men who ap- 
rroached them do not tally, indt- 
cating “.1t the questions we 
pounded by two separate individ 
uals, , 

Another Sect of Shadowers 

While Grenfeld and Costinett 
were before the grand jury at sepa- 
rate times during ‘the late after- 
noon, C. G, Ruddy, director of the 
crew shadowing the jury, and six 
of the Burns operatives were called 
in apd lined up for possible identi 
fication by the jurors. Apparently 
none. was identified as either of thé 
mystery men. 

In the réports of the Burns’ de- 
tectives seized by the Government 
in the raid on their headquarters. 
there is one in which Baltimore in- 
vestigator H-4 reported on Oct. 20 
and 21 that Costinett apparently 
was being shadowed by other men 


In his Oct, 20 report, the Burns- 


man said he noticed another man 
follow Costinett, a tailor, to his 
store and remain in the vicinity 
about an hour, when another mar 
arrived and remained in the vicin- 
ity until almost nightfali 

In the Oct. 21 report, it was stat- 
ed that one man several times cir- 
cled the block where Costinett’s 
store is and that later another mao 
loitered about the place for two 
hours. When Costinett went home 
a third man was seen standing 
theer for some time. 

Clark Excused Temporarily. 

Further efforts to connect. up 
Sinclair with the actual employ- 
ment of the private’detectives who 
shadowed the ofl jury came in in- 
cidentally today but this phase of 
the inquiry will be gone into more 
extensively tomorrow, with Sheldon, 
Clark, vice president and general 
manager of the Sinclair Refining 
Co.. as the principal grand jury 
witness. 

The prosecution contends that 
Henry Mason Day. a Sinclair asso- 
clate, and Clark were “contact 
men” between Burns’ detective 
agents and Sinclair.

charge that advocates of the repeal 
of the Federal inheritance tax had

Means committee room was made 
today by Chairman Green, during 
testiinony of witnesses on tax te- 
vision. 

A burst of applause had greeted 
a statement by John H. Kirby of 
Houston, (Texas), president of the 
National Council of State Legisla- 
tures, in favor of elimination of 
the tax, when Green leaned for- 
ward in his seat and  dechared: 
“This room has been packed by 
your organization.” 

Before the witness could ,eply, 
Green continued: “We know how 
they are gathered.” 

“I don't think you do,” Kirby 
answered, ‘‘but let’s come back io 
the mrits of this legislation,” add- 
ing that those present, like him- 
self, always were ready to applaud 
patriotic statements. 

Appeals to Texas Man. 

Kirby directed hif assault on the 
inheritance tax by appealing to 
Representative Garner of Texas, 
ranking minority committee mem- 
ber. 

“John Garner,” he said, “how 
can you support a law that would 
take away part of the estate my 
wife and I have built? The history 
of the world, John, is the right of 
children to take the property of 
their fathers.” 

The witness said he always had 
gone along with Garner on good 
Democratic principles until recent- 
ily, “when John began to wobble a 
little.” : 

Lee Satterwhite of Texas came 
under the main fire of Garner, 
who insisted on knowing whether 
a “Mrs. Darden” had given him a 
cheek. Garner asked Satterwhite 
who had paid the expenses on past 
visits to Washington. 

Expenses Paid by Fund. 

“My expenses were paid by a 
fund that had been accumulated,” 
he answered. 

“Who had charge of that fund. 
Didn't Mrs. Darden give you a 
check?” “Mrs. Darden gave me 
one check.” 

“That's all,” concluded Garner. 

Satterwhite then said he frankly 
admitted his expenses had been 
paid from a fund raised by sub- 
scription from al] parts of the 
country. 

“IT have done nothing that 
should not h@ve been done,” Sat- 
terwhite declared. “I feel that if 
members of Congress fee! we have 
not acted properly, they owe it to 
us to put, us under oath and let us 
tell what we know. 

“Perhaps the only thing that I 
have done is once as a member of 
the Texas Legislature I helped 
John Garner take a few Repub- 
lican counties out of his district so 
he could be elected to Congress.” 


Hints at Big Lobby. 


After William H. Blodgett, Tax 
Commissioner for Connecticut, and 
spokesman for the organization, 
had urged elimination of the tax 
on the grounds that it infringed 
state rights. a number of commit- 
tee members asked concerning the 
body and its financing. These 
questions were in fine with charges 
that a big lobby has been organ- 
ized to force repeal of the tax. 

Representatives Garner of Texas, 
ranking minority member of the 
Committee, asked what steps had 
been taken at an organization 
meeting in Washington to finance 
its work. 

“So far as I know, there wasn't 
any matter of finance,” Blodgett 
replied. “My State paid my ex- 
penses, It pays them every time 
I am called away on tax matters” 

Tells of Council’s Funds. 

Under questioning by Represen- 
tative Garner, Blodgett said the 
Council of State Legislatures was 
supported financially through con- 
tributions of $100 by each orig- 
inal member and subsequent sub- 
scriptions of $10. .

The tatter’s suit. which was dis- 
missed. was against a lawyer in 
the divorce action who kept. the 
ictters, and was instituted, Arm- 
strong said. with a view to ob- 
taining information to support bis 
efforts to have Minister Latour re- 
called.

STREET CARS TO RUN OVER 
DELMAR VIADUCT TOMORROW 


Beginning tomorrow, all street 
cars on Delmar boulevard will] use 
the new viaduct over the Wabash 
Railroad tracks. 

Progress in construction of the 
south side of the viaduct permitted 
the laying of temporary tracks for 
eastbound cars several days ago, 
and tomorrow tracks for westbound 
cars will be laid. There is a seven 
per cent grade to these temporary 
tracks, whereas the permanent 
tracks to be set. in the middle of 
the viaduct will have only a 2% 
per cent grade, according to Presi- 
dent Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service.

Attorney - General Removes 
Legal Danger to Proposed 
Bond Issue.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 8&.— 
Danger to the proposed  $12,750,- 
000. bond issue for public works in 
St. Louis County from legal ques- 
tions over validity of the last regis- 
tration of voters was eliminated 
with an announcement today by 
Attorney-Genera} Gentry of dismis- 
sal of a suit in Supreme Court as 
to validity of the law under which 
the last registration was made. 

The suit, filed by Gentry last De- 
cember, attacked validity of the St. 
Louis County registration law of 
1923, as amended in 1925, The 
1927 Legislature repealed the for- 
mer law and enacted a new one, al- 
most identical in form, that cor- 
rected the defects in the old law, 
Gentry said. For this reason the 
suit to test the old law was a dead 
issue, Gentry said. 

Constitutionality of the old law 
was attacked on the ground it was 
a special law, applying only to St. 
Louis County, and violated the con- 
stitutional provisions prohibiting 
special or local legislation. 

The St. Louis County Board of 
Election Coinmissioners recently 
refused to call a new registration 
of voters for the bond issue, which 
will be voted on in a special] elec- 
tion Nov. 29, on the ground it 
might be invalidated by the court’s 
decision on the law under which 
the present registration lists Ww ere 
ccempiled. 

There is insufficient time to hold 
a new registration before the bond 
election, it was said at Clayton to- 
day by Election Commissioner Hil- 
ler.

With this statement Senator Nor- 
ris of Nebraska, who is chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
announced today that he intended 
soon to launch an injuiry before

His decision is a direct reaction 
to the spectacles afforded by the 
oil cases and especially by the con- 
spiracy trials of Albert Fall and 
E, L. Doheny and Fall and Harry 
Sinclair. In both those cases the 
public was treated to the sight of 
jurors being chosen for the fact 
that they had never heard of these 
famous cases or had paid no atten- 
tion to them. In other’ words, 
where information was a test of 
good citizenship, jurors were pre- 
ferred for their lack of it. 

“The time never Was more op- 
portune for reform,” said Senator 
Norris, “‘and the necessity for it 
Was never more apparent to the 
public mind. The more intelligent 
citizehs simply have got to be 
aroused to the responsibility of ac- 
cepting jury service, and the rules 
have got to be amended so that 
their intelligence will not be a rea- 
son for excluding them. 

“In New York the author of the 
Baumes law (providing a life term 
for the fourth offense under a 
felony charge) has pointed out 
that the mere fact a man has read 
about a case in the newspapers 
should not disqualify him for serv- 
ing on the jury which tries the 
case. Every intelligent person 
reads the newspapers. What be- 
comes of the theory that a man 
is entitled to a trial by his peers, 
if jury service is confined to mo- 
rons and illiterates? It would be 
a good deal more sensible to make 
a rule that a man is ineligible for 
jury service unless he does read 
the newspapers.” 

Hearings Will Be Held. 

Norris’ method of launching a 
broad inyestigation of the subject 
before his committee is simple.

In store rooms and 
pantries nearby were uncovered 
circular pottery ovens with ashes 
still in them, a grinding stone with 
quantities .of small grained corn 
lying "near it, pottery jars with the 
sesame seed used for oils and 
Sweets, and a pot with a movable 
strainer, the forerunner of the 
modern teapot. 

Details of the discoveries were 
disclosed in the first report for the 
sixth year of the expedition’s work 
made public last night.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 8.—The de- 
mand for the repeal of the “na- 


tional origins” clause of the immi- 
gration act of 1924 has been ‘re- 
newed here. A committee for the 
elimination of this legislation has 
established headquarters and is go- 
ing to urge action at the coming 
session of Congress.

The guest-conductor plan adopted by our Symphony 
Orchestra has had an auspicious inaugural. Emil 
Oberhoffer has done something more than charm 
the cognoscenti and thrill the untutored. He has 
convinced the critics by showing them what a con- 
ductor of authority, discipline and skill can accom- 
plish with an orchestra of somewhat shattered mo- 
rale in the brief period of 10 rehearsals. 

Such genius, it may be assumed, fs not exclusive- 
ly Mr. Oberhoffer’s. It is shared, supposably, by the 
other conductors who will appear here during the 
season. All of them are men of high professional 
rating. Willem Van Hoogstraten has, during his 
seven years in the United States, been associated with 
the New York Philharmonic and the Portland (Ore.)

George J. Kobusch, former presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Car Co., and 
a former member of the St. Louis 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
died yesterday of heart disease at 
his home in New York, ac -ording 
to a telegram received by his 
daughter, Mrs. Edmund C. Donk 
of 6959 Waterman avenue. He was 
63 years old. 

He removed to New York more 
than 10 years ago, and had busi- 
ness interests there. While in St. 
Louis, he was for a time active in 
Republican _ politics, and was 
named as Republican election com- 
missioner under a Democratic state 
administration. 

Mr. Kobusch inherited a control- 
ling interest in the St. Louis Car 
Co. from his father, J. H. Ko- 
busch, who was its founder. The 
plant in Baden, built in 1898, cov- 
ers 52 acres, and has floor space 
for more than 2000 employes. In 
1907 the company announced an 
increase of its capital stock from 
$3,000,000 to $6,000,000, the $3,- 
000,000 of new stock to be taken 
by a French syndicate. The French 
syndicate failed to deposit the pur- 
chase price at the time set, and the 
company became involved in dif- 
ficulties, and Mr. Kobusch, as its 
head, figured in a maze of law- 
suits. 

Eventually the company was re- 
organized, and Mr. Kobusch’s in- 
terest was acquired in large part 
by the late John IL. Beggs. 

Mr. Kobusch is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Julia Kobusch, his 
daughter, Mrs. Donk, and a son, 
Walter H. Kobusch, of New York.

DENVER, Colo., Nov. 3.—A 


tense atmosphere prevailed in sec- 
tions of the Southern Colorado 
coal fields today after a night of 
suspense during which special po- 
lice guarded jails where strike lead- 
ers were confined while signalf 
flares and fires marked camps of 
strikers. 

With the arrest of nearly a Score 
of strike leaders yesterday, includ- 
ing several officials of the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World, 


picketing ceased and many pose 


returned to work. However, strik- 
ers immediately started €emonstra- 
tions protesting the arrests, causing 
authorities to muster scores of spe- 
2 officers. 

The strike leaders first were con- 
az at Walsenburg, headquarters 
of the I. W. W. in the souther@ 
field. Hundreds of miners aban- 
doned their mass meetings on mine 
properties, known as “legalized 
picketing,” and took up positions 
in nearby hills and along highways. 

Dusk found these camps marked 
by fires and as darkness settled 
flares appeared at several points. 
An occasional rocket was set off. 
While the meaning of the signals 
was unknown, officers found all 
roads leading from Walsenburg 
were guarded by strikers. At mid-) 
night reports were current that, 
strikers were mobilizing to attack | 
the jail to liberate their leaders. | 
More deputies were sworn in and) 
armed with riot guns | 

200 Deputies Guard Jail. 


Despite the highway patrols, | 
| Walsenburg officers succeeded in 
transferring several prisoners to 
Pueblo, about 70 miles north. The | 
sheriff at Pueblo mustered more | 
than 200 deputies to guard the jail. 

Strikers arrested and held in-/ 
communicado included, Roger 
Francezon, chairman of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee of the 
L W. W. and Kristen Svanum, in 
charge of all L W. W. activities 
in coal and metal mines. Author- 
ities declared that they had arrest- 
ed all the leading L W. W. ofr- 
ganizers in the Walsenburg field. 

While picketing stopped in the 
southern field, operators in che 
northern lignite area reported 
strike activities had increased and 
that many miners recently re- 
turned to work had again waiked 
out. Gov. W. H. Adams, who re- 
recntly took advantage of a State 
law to send police to the southern 
district, ordered a score of special 
officers tu northern points. 

Machine Gun Mounted. 

Strikers near Walsenburg had 
more than 100 automobiles at their 
disposal and one large caravan 
formed 20 miles north of that 
place. It was understood they 
planned to invade properties where 
miners were returning to work. 

In addition to heavy forces of 
armed guards, a machine gun was 
placea in the courthouse at Wal- 
senburg. It covered the entrance 
to the jail. A squad of State po- 
lice was sent to an unknown point 
with another machine gun. They 
carried 50,000 rounds of ammuni-! 
tion.

MAN SLUGGED, HIS WIFE

Pair in Auto Overtaken on 
Road Near Dousman, Wis., 
and Attacked.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 8.— 
Kidnaped last night after her hus- 
band had been slugged and thrown 
into a ditch, Mrs. Emma. Green- 
wald of Mount Horeb, Wis., was 
found slain near Dousman, Wis., to- 
day.

INCREASE IN GASOLINE TAXES 


$101 260,841 Collected by States in 
; Six Months. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Gaso- 


line taxes were 19.2 per cent larger 


for the first six months of this year 3 


than they were in the same period 
& yoar ago. A total of $101,250,- 
441 was paid iuto State treasuries 


for that period, the Bureau’ of Pub- 
lic Roads reported today. indicating 
that 4,919,000,000 gallons of gso- 
line were consumed by motcT ve- 
hicles, including estimated cniounts 
for those States not imposing the 
tax. Gasoline consumption was re- 
ported to show an increase of 11.4 
per cent while vehicle registration 
increased only 7 per cent. 

Gasoline taxes were imposed in 
all but four States and two of these 
have since adopted a tax so that 
only two States, New York and 
Massachusetts, do not now tax gas- 
oline. The rate of tax on June 30: 
ranged from 2 to 5 cents a gallon 
and averaged 2.55 cents.

Abraham, who came to America an 
immigrant 31 years ago to earn a 
living as a pack peddler, died to- 
day, a multi-millionaire. 

Landing in New York in 1896 


with $10.50 in his pockets, Abra- 
ham used this sum as capital in a 
peddling business that was destined 
to make him one of the richest 
merchants in %klahoma, 

For several months he péddled in 
Eastern states. He came to Indian 
Territory, now the eastern part of 
Oklahoma, in 1898, to sell his 
wares. He soon started a mercan- 
tile business in Bristow. Te began 
accumulating wealth. In 1914 he 
del.ed 1 cotton and later acquirgd 
seven cotton gins and a cottonseed 
oil mill. 

Abraham returned to Syria sev- 
eral years ago and endowed a boys 
and girls’ school in his native city, 
Badoon, 

He is survived by the widow. 
three sons and two daughters. The 
daughters, attending schoo! in Los 
Angeles, arrived yesterday after 
making the trip from Los Angeles 
to El Paso by airplane.

— The 
Maryland Racing Commission to- 
d y refused to lift its ban against 
Earl Sande, famous jockey, whom 
that body deprived of his license 
for alleged foul riding at Pimlico 
last Friday.

“It’s not fair, I didn't do it, and 
I don’t want to be blamed for it,” 
he said, brokenly, to the assembled 
newspaper men. He seemed com 
pletely crushed as he left in com- 
pany with three of the jockeys ‘ho 
rode with him in the Futurity last 
Friday when the little jockey vas 
accused of deliberately fouling 
Reigh-.Count in the $54,000 event. 
Two of these were heard beside 
Sande. 

Chairnran Scores Pilot. 

Chairman John H. Latane scored 
Sande severely in announcing the 
commission's conclusion. “The sit. 
uation is simply this,” he = said. 
“Three stewards, all of whom were 
competent men, saw exactly what 
happened. When they came down 
from the judges’ stand they were 
convinced that an outrageous fou! 
had been committed but before giv- 
ing out their decision they sent for 
you to tell them your side of it. 
You had every opportunity to say 
what you wanted to say to them.” 

As the commission understood it 
from the patrol judges, he contin- 
ued, “yoy came ever to the inside 
and forced Lang, on Reigh Count, 
anu his horse into the fence. It

Oxtord’s Athletic Teams 


‘Students Who Are 23 Years of Age When They Enter School 
Will Not Be Permitted to Participate — New Rule 
Made Following Oxford’s Poor Showing.

OXFORD, England, Nov. 8.—American participation in Oxford 
sports, which hitherto has been frequent and considerable, is serious- 


ly threatened by the new athletic 


age-limit rule which came into 


force with the opening of the present term. 


According to H. F. Wiley, chair- 
man of the Rhodeg Scholarship 
Fund at Oxford, one-third of this 
year’s group of American Rhodes 
scholars are barred by thcir age 
from participating in university 
track atheltics and cross-country 
runs, and another third may com- 
pete for one year only. 

Under the new rule, which was 
promulgated at an Oxford-Cam- 
bridge conference recently, is to 
the effect that students who are 
23 or more on the day of matricu- 
lation—the date of their official] 
admission inte the university—are 
prohibited from taking part im ath- 
letic contests between the two ma- 
jor universities. Thus far the rule 
applies to track athletics and 
cross-country running only, but @ 
movement is under way to extend 
it to the other sports of rowing. 
rugby, lacrosse, hockey and soc- 
cer in which Americans hereto- 
fore have taken a prominent part. 

The new rule resuked from 
scores of protests which followed 


Oxford’s comparatively poor show- 
ing last year in sports competition 
with Cambridge, Many persons 
argued that the age and experience 
of Rhodes scholars in athletics 
was driving English student-ath- 
letes to Cambridge, where there 
was more chance of making the 
team, and that Oxford's teams had 
suffered in consequence, 

Wiley says the regulation will 


probably have the effect of in- 


ducing the State committees of 
selection to choose Rhodes schol- 
ars in the future who are some- 
what younger. American stu- 
dents, he said, are uniformly older 
than the Rhodes scholars of the 
dominions, their average age ig 22 

“The new rule.” Wiley says, 
“was not directed against Ameri- 
cans. and it should not occasion 
any resentment on the other side. 
It applies to all students, of what- 
ever nationality, and will have the 
effect of barring some excellent 
English and colonial prospective 
athletes as well.”

Dr. Lickley said he would make a 
full report to Gov. C. C. Young. 

Before Strelinger went to Dr. 
Lickley’s office, Dundee, his man- 
ager, Max Waxman, and Donald all 


pleaded not guilty to a charge of 
false advertising and had their 
trials by jury set for Dec. 2. 

Walter A. Yarwood; secretary of 
the Athletic Commission, assured 
Gov.

Experts are now 
studying why the American house- 
wife seems to prefer Japanese rice 
and imported. almonds to the 
American products, why American 
lentils are discriminated agajnst 
and even why many children balk 
at eating spinach and other fresh 
vegetables. 


OCTOR STANLEY has been 
D successful in getting the co-op- 

eration of the “‘trade” that sup- 
plies the farmwife with products. 
One large room of the Home Eco- 
nomics building is filled with vari- 
ous brands of iceboxes and refrig- 
eration machines. Another is filled 
with washing and ironing ma- 
chines. A third has the most mod- 
ern canning equipment. Most of 
the applianc.; have been furnished 
by the manufacturers. 

It is a great delight to Doctor 
Stanley to explain what her bu- 
reau is doing. In her capacity as 
chief of the bureau, she must know 
the fundamental problem of each 
experiment and study. 

‘“‘Here is where we conduct our 
experiments to see what is the most 
economical form of refrigeration,” 
she told the writer as she took him 
through the Home Economics 
Building. “Some of the iceboxes 
were filled with ice, some are half 
full, others only a third. We are 
trying to find out which way ‘s 
the most economical. That “is 
something that even the trade 
doesn’t know. We are making 
comparisons between the iceboxts 
and the iceless refrigerators. When 
the experiments are finished, 


economical in the long run for the 
average housewife. 

“With the iceless refrigerators 
we have another problem. We ar 
getting reports that some of th« 


supposed to do. We are experi- 
menting with various products to 
ascertain their freezing points, us- 
ing varying amounts of cane and 
beet sugar and honey. This is a 
problem that has become impor- 
tant duri the last few years. 
Our physicists in the Agriculture 
Department didn’t have the answer 
when we asked for it.

TEPPING into the 
§ washing machine room, Dr. 

Stanley pointed out that the 
competent-looking young woman 
sitting beside a widely advertised 
product couldn’t be introduced be- 
cause she was too busy with a stop 
watch and a chart. The young 
expert was ascertaining the effect 
of overboiling on cotton textiles. 
In another room textiles were be- 
ing subjected to artificial sunlight 
to learn about their color-retain- 
ing properties. Close by was a 
complicated machine to test the 
strength of various fabrics.

Dr. Stanley said that there had 
been some criticisms by newspapers 
to the effect that her bureau was 
“paternalistic,” and she is proud 
of an editorial from a Boston pa- 
per, which, after commenting about 
a news release on school lunches, 
concluded, “If this is paternalism, 
we want more of it.”
